around the ruins of the temple of Jupiter 
Olympus and took part in a demonstra- 
tion organized by the students. A reso- 
lution was passed calling on the holy 
synod to excommunicate any person who 
translated the gospels into Greek as now 
spoken. Eight hundred marines were 
landed and cooperated with the troops 
in patroling the locality. Several colli- 
gions occurred and occasionally shots 
were fired. The students still hold the 
university buildings. During the demon- 
strations following the assemblage sev- 
eral shots were fired at M. Theotokis, 
the Greek premier. but ‘without effect. 
. Great excitement prevails’ tonight. 
Strong military detachments guard the 
palace and fhe residence of the premier. 
Everywhere anxious groups are discuss- 
ing the situation. 

Heartrending scenes occurred when the 
bodies of the dead were handed over to 
their relatives.

ADDS FUEL TO THE FLAMES. 


Fresh Offense Given to the Germans 
by Chamberlain. 

Berlin, November 21.—Fresh offense 
against Mr. Chamberlain, the British co- 
lonial secretary, has been taken in Ger- 
Many over an open letter reproduced here 
in which Mr. Chamberlain alludes to the 
“so-called agitation in Germany, so evi- 
dently artificial and entirely based on 
misapprehension of my speech,’ and says 
that he dces not propose to notice it, but 
that ‘‘no sensible German could be af- 
fronted by my words justifying: British 
action in the Transvaal.” 

The North German Gazette, semi-offi- 
cial, hitherto silent on the subject, today 
denounced Mr. Chamberlain's original ut- 
terances at Edinburgh as inconsiderate 
and offensive, but considers them to have 
been modified by the letter. The paper 
exhorts the army not to be affected or 
persuaded into joining in the agitation, 
and deprecates official notice being taken 
of the unofficial utterances of a foreign 
cabinet minister.

BLAZING DEATH 
CHOSEN BY HIM 


Unknown Man Leaps Head- 
long Into a Furnace 
at Pittsburg, 


LEFT FOOT ALONE SAVED 
FROM RAVAGES OF FIRE 


His Body, When Pulled Out, Resem- 
bled a Piece of Half-Cooked 
Meat — Identity of Man 
May Never Be 
Known. 


Pittsburg, November 21.—A few moments 


after midnight an unknown man threw. 


himself headlong into one of the furnaces 
at Schoenberger’s mills, Fourteenth and 
Elna streets. Almost his entire body 
was roasted beyond indentification, his 
left foot being the only part not dis- 
figured. 

A few minutes before midnight the man 
was seen to enter the mill yards and 
Stand at the foot of the hoisting car 
which carries ore, coke and other sup- 
plies for the furnace. The moment that 
a warning sounded for the car to ascend 
with its burden three workmen saw the 
suicide jump on the platform and stand 
within a few feet of them. They were 
confused and did not know what to 
think of him, as no one but employees 
is allowed on these cages. 

Whmd& the top furnace was reached, 
nearly 100 feet from the level, Thomas 
Lee determined to order him away. The 
huge crib was opened to allow the car 
of coke to roll into the fumace. Lee 
Had not had time to open his mouth when 
the man threw hfmself headlong into the 
furnace. Quick as a flash Lee saw the 
action, but all too late. The man was 
buried head and shoulders in the flames. 
The lid of the bell caught his left foot, 
saving only it from being consumed. He 
was pulled out by the men, but nearly 
every part of his body resembled a piece 
of cooked meat. 

No one can remember ever having seen 
him before, and it is probable he will 
never be identified. The body was re- 
moved to the. morgue. The man was 
about 35 years old, medium hé@ight, sandy 
moustache and apparently an American. 
He wore black, laced shoes. 


FRANCE FACES LABOR CRISIS. 


‘Many Troops “Have Been Stationed 


in Mining Centers. 

Paris, November 21.—The situation in 
the mining centers of France is again 
approaching a climax. The next day or 
two will see a definite decision upon the 
question of a general strike. The result 
of the recent referendum, which, while. it 
gave a majority in favor on the actual 
number who voted, actually indicated 
that a verv considerable number of the 
miners were either opposed to a strike 
or not enthusiastic, impelled the federa- 
tion officials to put off a strike declara- 
tion on the plea that it was advisable 
to await the decisions of the commission 
of the chamber of deputies engaged in 
studying the demands of the miners. 

It now appears unlikely that. the com- 
mission will satisfy these demands and 
the extreme partisans are endeavoring 
to force the hand of the federation of- 
ficials in favor of a strike. 

The Belgian and British miners who 
have been consulted have refused to con- 
semt to reduce the. output, although they 
have promised to give financial aid. Con- 
sequently the opponents of the strike pre- 
dict that the object of the French strik- 


ers will be defeated by the invasion 
of foreign coal, including American, 

Thus far complete order prevails; but 
an imposing force of gendarmes, in- 


fantry and cavalry has been bDilleted in 
every coal field to cope with any disor- 
der.

London, November 21.—When the hear- 
ing of the charges against Theqiore Jack- 
son and Laura Jackson (Ann O'Delia Diss 
de Bar) was resumed this morning in the 
police court, Detective Peter Kane pro- 
duced an American certificate of marriage 
dated New Orleans, November 13, 1898, 
in which the prisoners were described as 
“Frank D. Jackson, of Wisconsin, and 
the Princess Edith Lallita, Baroness Ro- 
seathal and Countess Lansfeldt, of Flor- 
ence, Italy. O\fier papers produced re- 
lated to a sect called the Koreshan Unity, 
founded by Cyrus R. Tweed, and referred 
t oa newspaper way between Tweed and 
Madame Horos.

FIRE RECORD 
TAKES A LEAP 


Fire Department Has An- 
swered 503 Calls Since 
January |, 


NUMBER OF FIRES HAS 
GROWN EVERYWHERE 


Electrical Hazard Chiefly Assigned 
as Cause—Few Big Fires in At- 
lanta Despite Large Num- 
ber—Good Work of Fire 
Department. 


The Atlanta fire department has an- 
swered 503 calls since January ist. This 
is the record for less than eleven months 
of 1901 against 488 for the entire year of 
1899, which has heretofore stood as the 
highest number of fires occurring in At- 
lanta during one year. 

These figures show a big increase in 
fires and at the rate at which fires have 
occurred during the last few weeks the 
total number will run a good deal higher 
before December 31. 

This increase in fires is not peculiar 
to Atlanta. as the same is true in nearly 
every large city in the United States 
and throughout the country at large. 

Fire insurance people are chiefly in- 
terested and have made many efforts to 
find the cause of the increase in order to 
be in a position to put an end to it. In 
all quarters surprise has been shown that 
despite the greatly -improved facilities 
for fighting fire and the improvement 
in bullding construction every year the 
number of fires continues to grow to such 
an alarming extent. 

By a great many experts the increase 
is attributed to faulty wiring or imper- 
fect insulation. and this is believed to 
such an extent that fire insurance com- 
panies are beginning to figure more and 
more on the electrical hazard. The Ly- 
ceum fire was unquestionably @iug:d by 
electricity. 

The big number of fires also speaks 
eloquently of the excellent work of the 
Atlanta fire department. Out of the 
503 fires only a few have become confla- 
erations of any size. and in all @ch cases 
there were circumstances which made it 
almost impossible for the firemen to do 
their work. The big fire on and around 
the Markham house property was well 
advanced before an alarm was turned in, 
the Lyceum fire was where it could not 
be reached until it was beyond control, 
and the buildings which were recently 
burned at Exposition park were practi- 
cally destroyed before fhe alarm was 
sounded. 2 


CUBA IS ON BRINK OF RUIN. 


She Can Only Be Saved by Annexa- 
tion, Says Young. 

New York. November 21.—Lieutenant 
Commander Lucien Young. of the United 
States navy, has arrived here from Ha- 
vana on leave of absence. He fs captain 
of the port at that citv and has charge 
of all marine matters 4n Cuba. In dis- 
cussing the relations between Cuba and 
the United States he expressed himeelf in 
favor of annexation, saving: 

“The economic conditions of Cuba at 
the present time are worse than ever in 
its history, even worse than at the close 
of the ten vears’ war. Its sugar is beitne 
sold at $3.131-4 for 19 pounds when it 
costs $3.70 per hundred pounds to raise it. 
Ten per cent of the tobacco cron is un- 
sold and sweating in the barns. There is 
rot a candidate booked for office in the 
senate or in the congress who could sign 
his name for a $.% check. 

“All successful industries of Cuba are 
dependent on the United States and an- 
nexation is the only salvation for Cub., 
for annexation means free trade with the 
lnited Statés.’’

FOUR YEARS FOR GOVERNOR 
AND BIENWIAL SESSIONS 


Pensions Only for Indigents and 
Other Important Features. 
Joint Committee’s Work Is 

Completed and Goes to 
Senate Monday. 


The joint committee on constitutional 
amendments practically concluded its 
labors yesterday afternoon, and by Mon- 
day Senator Hiram P. Bell, its chairman, 
will introduce in the senate a bill incor- 


porating the ten amendments to the con- 
stitution upon which the committee has 


agreed. 

Perhaps the most interesting amend- 
ment from some standpoints yet acted 
upon came before the committee at its 
meeting yesterdays This amendment pro- 
vides that the entire state school fund 
shall be divided b 
ored schools in p 
of taxes paid by wittte ‘and colored citi- 
To illustrate: Should the entire 


zens. 


one-tenth of the taxes collected by the 
state are paid by negroes and nine-tenths 
by whites. Under the proposed amend- 
ment then $100,000 would go to the educa- 
tion of the negro and $900,000 to the edu- 
cation of the whites. 

There was considerable discussion over 
this proposition, which was submitted by 
Senator Bell. Some of the members said, 
while they approved such an amendment 
as this, they had not had time to give the 
question full consideration, and were not 
prepared to say whether such action 
would be wise. Several members stated 
that they were ready to vote to submit 
the proposition to the general assembly, 
but wished to have it understood that 
they would be under no obligation to 
support it on the floor of the house or 
senate, should they see fit to change 
their views. With this understanding the 
amendment was favorably reported by a 
unanimous vote. 

Thereis another pending before the house, 
having already passed the senate, and 
upon this the eommittee took no action. 
This is the bill by Senator Chappell, of 
the twenty-fourth, limiting the power of 
the general assembly to tax property to 
five-tenths of one per cent. This bill will 
come up for a third reading in the house 
within the next day or two. 

Will Prepare the Bill. 

Senator Bell was requested by the 
committee to prepare the bill containing 
the foregoing amendments upon which 
| the committee has agreed, and a com- 
mittee of three—Messrs. Park, of Greene; 
Toomer, of Ware, and Reid, of Campbell— 
will aid him in the work. 

As soon as the measure has been pre- 
pared it will be introduced in the senate. 
The idea is to put it in the senate first, 
because of the crowded condition of the 
calendar in the house, and prompt ac- 
tion by the senate will facilitate the 
passage of the measure. It will probably 
be introduced next Monday. 

Senator Bell made a few remarks just 
before the committee adjourned subject 
to the call of the chair, thanking the 
members for their earnest efforts in fa- 
cilitating the work of the committee, and 
expressing the opinion that if these 
amendments are passed by the legislature 
and adopted by the people, they will re- 
sult in great good to the state. 

The members also expressed their 
thanks to Senator Gell for his earnest 
work and his consideration, and all de- 


clared that his resolution providing for 
the committee would be the means of 
saving thousands of dollars to the state, 
in that it did away with the necessity for 
calling a constitutional convenYon. 

Senator Bell expressed the opinion that 
these amendments would, if adopted, give 
Georgia an improved, model and econom- 
ical constitution, and one which will 
be of great value to the state.

Washington, November 21.—The trial of 
Mrs. Lola Ida Bontne on the charge of 
Killing James Seymour Ayres, Jr., was 
fairly launched today. The preliminary 
presentation of the case on behalf of the 
government was made by Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Hugh T. Taggart, and af- 
ter he had concluded a,number of wit- 
messes were heard. Mr. Taggart’s state- 


ment consumed only about an hour and’ 


fifteen minutes and consisted for the 
most part of a review of the circulme 
stances cofinected with the tragedy. 

Mr. Taggart stated the theory of the 
prosecution to be that Ayres was mur- 
dered by Mrs. Bonine and that she gained 
admission to his room in the Kenmore 
hotel through the window, reaching that 
by means of the fire escape. He attempt- 
ea to show that she was piqued by his 
non-attention to her. Mrs. Bonine was 
apparently unmoved by his presentations, 
Once or twice during the address she 
leaned over and spoke to her attorneys. 
The witnesses of the day did not throw 
any new light on the killing. 

Tie Between Woman and Man. 

In his aGGress Mr. Taggart contended 
that there was a tle between the pris- 
cner and the dead man in the fact that 
Ayres was a student of dentistry and she 
had studied medicine. As a consequence 
she became a frequent visitor to his room 
in the hotel where they both lived, not 
only in the day time, but at night as well, 
“and,” he added, “‘the door was not 4al- 
ways open when she was there.”

Outlining the government's position 
Mr. Taggart said it would be contended 
that Ayres had retired when the person 
who killed him entered the room and 
that she came in through the window; 
that he arose and started toward her; 
that she shot him, the first wound being 
the fatal one in the breast. Naturally, 
his mouth had filled with blood and, as 
naturally, he had put his hand to his 
mouth. Then he grasped the pistol, thus 
ac@ounting for eRe blood upon it. 

Mr. Taggart concluded after an hour 
and fifteen minutes and Mr. Douglas an-

Rumors Thick at Washington 
in Regard to Changes 


One Story Is to the Effect That Alli- 
son Will Succeed Gage—Mis- 
souri Republicans Are 
After the Scalp of 
Hitchcock. 


Washington, November 21.—(Special.)— | 


Again the political atmosphere is envel- 
oped in a fog of rumors concerning pros- 
pective changes in President Roosevelt's 
cabinef. Inquiries at the white house and 
confidential talks with members of the 
president's official family fail to reveal 
any substantial foundation for these re- 
ports so persistently and circumstantial- 
ly made by persons who claim to have 
well-zgounded authority for their state- 
ments. There is no doubt that strong 
pressure is being brought to bear upon 
President Roosevelt, in the interests of 
more than one man who is anxious to 
It is

the same conditions do not exist in the 
cabinet room now which prevailed during 
the McKinley administration. There is 
no lack of friendly feeling or party loy- 
alty, but there seems to be an indefinable 
Something in the actions of the members 
of the cabinet, which indicates an uneasi- 
ness, an unrest or an over-cautiousnéss 
which was not so perceptible six months 
ago. Under their former chief, members 
of the cabinet would enter the white house 
on cabinet days, laughing and chatting 
together in the most free and easy man- 
ner..." Now they approach the cabinet ta- 
ble, solemn and deliberate, suggesting a 
group of previously merry school boys, 
trying to make a dignified impression on 
a new master. 

Cabinet Changes Predicted. 

While there is so much gossip and 
speculation being published, it is but nat- 
ural that members of the cabinet should 
have their attention drawn to the sub- 
ject, and some of them doubtless dis- 
cuss the subject with their friends. One 
of the members, in denying to me a re- 
port that he contemplated resigning his 
portfolio for reasons not necessary to 
mention here, said: 

“It would be unusual and almost un- 
precedented for the membership of a 
cabinet to remain intact for four years. 
Changes occur in every cabinet, and I 
anticipate there will be several changes in 
the present cabinet. Just when they may 
occur, I am sure I do not know. Cir- 
cumstances may arise which may render 
it not only necessary, but personally con- 
va-nent for all interested to make certain 
changes. Such changes can be made 
without any friction or without giving 
offense to any one.

21.~The appellate 
court today added another to the board 
of trade’s victories in its fight to prevent 
bucket shops from trading on {ts quota- 
tions. By this decision the court re- 
versed. the decree of Judge Vail, of the 
circuit court, who granted a permanent 
injunction restraining the cutting off of 
quotations from the central stock and 
grain exchange. The. lower court de- 
clared the defendant concern was not 
a bucket shop, and that even if it was, 
the quotations were public property arid 
the board has wo right to discriminate.

COLON REBELS 


BEHAVING WELL 


They Are in Possession of the 
City, but Are Keeping 
Quiet. 


LITTLE BLOOD WAS SHED 
WHEN CITY WAS CAPTURED 


British Government Has Ordered 
a Warship to Colon—Traffic 
Across the Isthmus Not 
Interrupted — France 
Snarls at America. 


Colon, Colombia, November 21.--The 
city of Colon was perfectly quiet ali yes- 
terday and last night. _it is claimed in 
behalf of the liberals that there has been 
ho unseemly behavior. Foreigners are 
being respected and protected, and tran- 
sit across the isthmus is uninterrupted. 

The postoffice, all the other govern- 
ment offices and nearly all the commer- 
cial houses were closed yesterday. 

Colonel Barrera, commander of _ the 
liberal forces, asserts that he has notified 
the district representatives of the de- 
partment of the interior and other for- 
mer officials of the government that he 
has appointed a commission to take over 
their offices, formally, today. Senor Es- 
priella, a prominent lawyer and counsel! 
for the Panama railroad, is a member of 
the commission. 

The feeling of the community cannot 
be regarded as antagonistic to liberal- 
ism. The existing conditions have cre- 
ated no panic, but it is recognized that 
the fact that the liberals hold Colon 
while the conservatives are in pessession 
of Panama creates a state of affairs 
which cannot possibly continue. 

Colonel Barrera admits that the gov- 
ernment troops here numbered a little 
less than 120 men. It was at first re- 
ported that twelve or more had been 
killed and that about thirty were wound- 
ed, but the bodies of no more dead men 
have been discovered. 

General Zaldana commands two hun- 
dred liberal troops at Gatun railroad 
station, about 6 miles from Colon. 

The liberals claim to be in possession 
of all the railroad stations between Co- 
lon and Las Cascades, which is nearer 
to Panama than to Colon. 

No Immediate Attack on Panama. 

No immediate attack on Panama is 
contemplated. Colonel Barrera is await- 
ing the arrival at Colon of the liberal 
chief, Domingo Diaz, who is expected in 
a day or two. When Diaz reaches this 
city definite plans will be formulated. 

The United States gunboat Machias, 
it is understood, will not interfere with 
any of the fighting, but will protect the 
railroad and foreign interests. 

A few armed liberal troops left Colon 
by train this morning for Gatun. 

The government at Panama is still 
busy erecting breastworks in the vicinity 
of the railroad property in the direction 
of which the liberal attack ig expected. 

United States Consul General Gudger, 
Captain Perry, of the United States bat- 
tleship Iowa, and the secretaries of the 
government held a conference at Pan- 
ama yesterday. The latter claimed that 
the conductors of the trains should not 
have allowed armed liberals to embark 
on the grain at Las Cascades. Captain 
Perry replied that the government should 
protect free transit on the isthmus and 
ought to have prevented the embarka- 
tion of the liberals. Subsequently a let- 
ter was sent to the Colombian authori- 
ties by the American officials, with ref- 
erence to future action.

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MADE HER FAINT 


Arraigned for Killing Child Mrs 


Dale Falls Unconscious, 


She Wires Her - Husband, with 
Whom She Has Been at Odds, 
To Come to Her — She 
Begged To See Her 
Child. 


New York, November 21.—Elizabeth 
Dale, of Chicago, who was arrested last 
night in Hoboken, accused of the murder 
of her 5-year-old daughter, Emmeline, 
was arraigned today in Hoboken before 
Recorder Stanton. Mrs. Dale was accom- 
panied by her lawyers, Rush and Heppen- 
heimer. Police Captain Hayes, who pre- 
sented the charge against her, asked 
that the examination be adjourned pend- 
ing the result of an autopsy. which will 
be made by County Physician Converse. 

The adjournment was granted, and on 
recommendation of her, physician the 
prisoner was sent to St. Marys hospital, 
where she will be guarded until she is 
again called into court. Elbert Wallicr, 
who was Mrs. Dale’s companion when 
she arrived in Hoboken recently, and who 
was arrested yesterday on the charge of 
illicitly living with her, was in court 
and ordered committed to prison in de- 
fault of $1,000 bail. 

Mrs. Dale, pale and haggard, was led 
by two court officers into court. She 
was visibly nervous, her miouth twitched, 
and she clutched the arm: of her chair 
with a vicelike grip. 

She is of the blonde type, rather good 
looking, but appears a few years older 
than 24, the age she gave. She wore a 
tailor-made suit. 


Charge Made Her Faint. 


She is slight of stature and her small 
figure trembled violently as the clerk 
read the grave charge against her. When 
she heard the word murder, her head feil 
back, and she clutched the arm of her 
lawyer, who occupied a seat next ner. 

She called out faintly that she was ill. 
She asked that a physician be sent for, 
and then fainted. 

She was revived after a minute or two, 
and was able then to answer the few 
formal questions regarding her nativity, 
age and name. 

To Detective Weinthal, 
pleading tones, said: 

‘Send me the doctor; send me the doc- 
tor.’’ She was qufeted and given a glass 
of water. : 


Mrs. Dale, in 


opposing atorneys and Mrs. Dale again 
Leeame seized with temporary weakness. 
Dr. Kudlich gave her a restorative and 
when she had sufficiently revived, De- 
tective Weinfhal’s formal affidavit charg- 
ing her with the poisoning of her child 
was read.

Again Mrs. Dale appeared to be about 
to faint, but Dr. Kudlich was at once at 
her side with smelling salts and she re- 
vived. She was then half led, half car- 
ried out of the court room to the detec- 
tives’ room. While there she said to De- 
tective Weinthal: 

“I know I am charged with murder 
and I will go anywhere with you. I don’t 
care, but I want to see my child. Take 
me to my dead child.”’ 

The detective quieted her, and later 
on she sent a telegram to her husband 
in Chicago. It was clearly written in a 
steady hand, and read: 

‘“Harvey—Come on. This is horrible 
treatment you are giving me.”’ 

Later Mrs. Dale was taken to St. Marys 
hospital. 

Waller, when arraigned, said his home 
was in Rotterdam, Holland. 

Captain Hayes, of the Hoboken police, 
seid tonight that he had failed to find 
any motive for the killing of the child 
by its mother, if she did do it. He also 
said: 

“All I know is that as soon as the 
father of the child was telegraphed that 
she was dead from poison he wired here 
through relatives for an investigation 
to be made and a charge of murder to 
be brought if the circumstances seemed 
to warrant it. We then began an inves- 
tigation and found that Mrs. Dale and 
her husband had been at odds.”’ 


ARCHBISHOPS ARE IN SESSION. 


They Adopted Resolutions on the 
Death of McKinley. 
Washington, November 271.—The annual 
meeting of the archibishops of the Cath- 
olic church in the United States began 
at the Catholic university today. Cardinal 
Gibbons presided, and the attendance in- 
cluded Archbishops Williams, of Boston; 
Corrigan, of New York; Elder, of Cincin- 
nati: Ryan, of Philadelphia; Ireland, of 
St. Paul: Kain, of St. Louis; Katzer, of 
Milwaukee; Keane, of Dubuque, and 
Christie, of Oregon. The meeting consid- 
ered a number of matters of interest 
to the welfare of the Catholic church. 
The only feature of the proceedings for- 
mally made public was that the meeting 
had adopted resolutions of lament at the 
assassination of President McKinley. 

These resolutions were as follows: 

‘Resolved, That in the name of the 
Catholics of the United States, we la- 
ment the assassination of President Mc- 
Kinley, and deplore the fact that in our 
land of enlightenment and liberty such 
a crime should have been possible. 

‘Resolved, That we invoke the benedic- 
tions of heaven on the administration of 
his excellency, President Roosevelt.” 

The archbishops will meet again tomor- 
row morning. After they have concluded 
‘there will be a session of the commit- 
tee on the distribution of the funds for 
the Indian and negro missions. This com- 
mittee is composed of Cardinal Gibbons 
and Archbishop Kain and Archbishop 
Ryan. The committee will select a suc- 
cessor to the late Rev. Joseph A. Ste- 
phan, for some time the, director of the 
bureau of Catholic Indian missions. The 
present expectation is that Rev. Father 
Ketcham, the assistant director of the 
bureau, will be chosen.

Who was it said, ““‘Theres a 
good story in anything if you can only 
get it out”’ I forget, but his head was 
level, and so were my feet as they tinkled 
on the tiled pavement in front of 4a big 
printing house. It was the only tiled 
pavement in that neighborhood, and the 
entrance was in keeping with the side- 
walk—smooth, progressive, inviting. 

Passing beyond the glass front I stood 
in an airy, spacious business office and 
looked around, and every point of the 
pleasant picture seemed to be moving. 

Sam Jones would certainly like the 
establishment of Foote & Davies, for he 
“despises a dull time.’ It was refreshing 
to be in a place where there are no dull 
times—a printing house, too; for what 
is more interesting to the intelligent ob- 
server than a printing house? You give 
it up? . 

But I didn't. I lingered for an hour, 
and enjoyed myself. 

There is a special charm about the art 
preservative to which the attraction of 
some other arts cannot be compared.

And now, let us stroll through and do 
a little sketechwork, for no big, handsome 
volume such as they turn out would 
hold all the interesting details. 

Going down into the press room we find 
eight presses on the run. One is busy 
turning out The Wesleyan Christian Ad- 
vocate, printing two sides at once. An- 
other is making the one hundred and 
thirteenth volume of the Supreme Court 
Reports of Georgia. The first press noted 
is run by electricity. High voltage pow- 
er moves this. Low voltage makes the 
lights which gleam above this busy scene. 
But the general power back of the other 
swishing presses is steam, the great en- 
gine on the outside, at the rear, being 
lowered to let in the light of day through 
the big windows on the alley. Passing up 
into one of the largest and best appoint- 
ed composing rooms in the country we 
note the ceiling streaked in colors. This 
large apartment was once a dancing hall, 
as shown by the rainbow ceiling and the 
well-waxed floor. It looks quite artistic, 
but is not to be compared in that respect 
with the work being done on all sides by 
deft fingers in the art preservative. The 


eight foremen here are connected by pri-. 
vate telephones with the manager's office, 


so that he can consult them without leav- 
ing his chair. That shows the admirable 
system which pervades the very air of 
this whole establishment from top to bot- 
tom. It is a most comfortable room. 
There are no stoves, but on the coldest 
day there is ample warmth for all. It 
comes from the steam heating. 

A feature that struck me was the 
“cuts’’— a vast and varied assortment— 
ranged on shelves at one end of the 
room and indexed so at a moment's no- 
tice any cut needed is in easy reach. A 
long shelved alcove holds a world of 
printing paper in stock—another rare 
convenience. 

I noted with interest the fine catalogue 
work—the attractive designs, the rich, 
clear coloring. One striking feature was 
100,000 catalogues being gotten out—quite 
a big order that. 

The job presses are pleasing. They 
were all going. and one was striking 
off a distinct novelty, a big Order of 
postal cards in the shape of littie hats. 

In a pleasant side room were the eight 
proof readers, who with the most pains- 
taking care go over the printed matter. 
The foreman of the proof room, a very 
intelligent man, dictates the style of 
all the work turned out. He discusses 
with the authors. gets their ideas as to 
their books, and then issues his ulti- 
matum as to style. In this way things 
go out with the utmost uniformity. A 
better plan never prevailed in a printing 
house. Where else can you find such a 
wise system, as to proof reading? 

The artist at work on his designs in a 
cosy retreat at the rear of the proof 
room was noted. 

It was a study to watch the work 
in the electrotyping and stereotyping de- 
partment, the only one in a printing 
house in Atlanta. The facilities here are 
exceptionally excellent and better work 
of this most interesting and technical 
kind is mot done anywhere. The fact 
that the mysterious process evades the 
popular mind heightens the fascination 
of the on-looker at the smooth skill of 
the swift experts. They were plating, I 
remember. Bishop Candler’s book, “High 
Living acd High Lives,” which is well 
on its way to another edition, and when 
I looked in were spreading ihe graphite 
on the form. Truly the making of a 
book does not end with the author's 
work. 

Before leaving this floor I hoted that 
this establishment gets out, in fine style, 
the telephone directories for seven states.

Alleged Murderer of the Two 
Montgomerys Is in Ox- 
ford, Miss., Jail. 


MAKES A STATEMENT ; 
DENYING SHOOTING 


gays He Held a Lamp and Pistol 
While Lester Slew the Men. 
Term of Court Will Be Called 
To Try Mathis—Excite- 
ment at Oxford. 


Oxford, Miss. November. 21.—Will 
Mathis, the alleged murderer of the two 
Montgomerys, who gave himself up last 
night to the officers of the law at Dallas, 
% miles from this place, was brought 
here at le o'clock today Dy a posse of 
fifty armed men. When first arested, it 
4g said, Mathis confessed to having shot 
the two Montgomerys, and gave 
an account of the atrocious deed in 
detail, which tallied with the confession 
made by the negro Orlando Lestcr, 
Mathis’ alleged partner in the crime. 

Upon reaching Oxford, Mathis volun- 
tarily made a statement before the coro- 
ner’s jury which has been on the case 
gince last Sunday. He denied having 
done the shooting, and said that he held 
the lamp and a pistol while the negro, 
Orlando Lester, did the shooting. Mathis 
gaid he regretted having burned the 
bodies, but also regretted not killing other 
parties who had attempted to arrest him. 
Throughout the examination Mathis 
maintained a look of smiling unconcern 
and defiance. He answered every ques- 
tion asked by Attorneys Stone, Cively, 
Roane and M. A. Montgomery unhesi- 
tatingly and glibly. 

At the conclusion of the brief examina- 
tion District Attorney Roane read a tele- 
gram from Judge Lowrey, of Batesville, 
which said he was willing to hold a spe- 
cia] term of court and give Mathis a trial 
at once. The prisoner was then hurried 
to the jail and locked up without any 
attempt being made by the vast crowd 
assembled to lynch him. 

The jury that sat upon the ca@® of the 
two Montgomerys found that they came 
to their death at the hands of Will 
Mathis, Orlando Lestor and Whit Owens, 
and they will be held in jail without 
bonds. George Jackson is also held with- 
out bond as accessory to the crime. Bill 
Jackson and Mrs. Mathis will be held as 
witnesses until they make sufficient bond 
for their appearance at court. 

The wildest excitement has prevailed in 
‘the town all day, but no demonstrations 
have been made toward violence.

Madisonville, Ky., November 21.—Every- 
thing is quiet in the mining district this 
morning. The union miners now in camp 
in the county say they will ignore County 
Judge Hall's order to disperse, and it 
looks as if there will be a serious clash 
between the authorities and the campers 
on Saturday. 

President Wood, of the United Mihe 
Workers, says the men wiljl not disband. 
Judge Hall says: 

“If the miners in camp are not dis- 
persed by Saturday morning at daylight 
I shall call upon General Murray and his 
troops to disperse them. This is positive 
and final.’’ 

Adjutant General Murray eays: 

“I and my men are subject to the or- 
ders of County Judge Hall. If hg directs 
me to make his order effective on Satur- 
day morning I shall deem it my duty to 
comply.’”’ 

Strikers Are Assembling. 

Nashville, Tenn., November 21.—A staff 
correspondent of The American, wiring 
from Earlington, Ky., says that in the 
coal mine regions tonight the stories are 
conflicting. All of the striking miners in 
the district have been ordered by Presi- 
dent James D. Wood, of the district, to 
report at the Nortonsville camp at. once. 
This order was issued this afternoon and 
runners sent to the various quarters of 
the district where the men assemble. The 
Strikers are tonight mobilizing, coming in 
Squads from all sections. 

In the case of resistance on the part of 
the miners General Murray has two com- 
panies of militia on hand. It is probable 
that battery A, of Louisville, and other 
troops, will be called. If the coal oper- 
ators are called upon they can furnish 
three or four hundred good, tried men.

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THREE KILLED 
IN COLLISION 


Two Freight Trains Crash 
Together Seven Miles 
from Birmingham. 


CONDUCTOR, ENGINEER 
AND FIREMAP KILLED 


Several Others Were Injured—Cars 
Badly Torn Up—Travel Was 
Delayed About Five Hours 
on Account of the 
Wreck. 


Birmingham, Ala., November 21.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—A head-end collision occurred on 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad near 
Hughes siding, 7-miles north of here, 
this morning at 11 o’clock. As a conse- 
quence three men, train employees, are 
dead and four others are very dangerous- 
ly wounded. The dead are: 

ENGINEER T. A. COGBILL. 

CONDUCTOR JOHN RITTENBERRY. 

BRAKEMAN SANFORD BELL (col- 
ored). 

The seriously injured are: Engineer M. 
H. Evcring, Conductor W. F. Shannon. 

Fireman Anderson Loving (colored). 

Fireman Frank Peace (colored). 

Coal Inspector W. H. Hughes was pain- 
fully although not fatally hurt. 

It was five or six minutes before ll 
o’clock when an extra northbound freight 
met the regular southbound freight No. 
15 on the same track. They came to- 
gether like a clap of thunder, and the 
debris was piled as high as a house. The 
extra consisted of empty cars. No. 15 
was a heavily loaded freight. 

It appears that none of the men jumped, 
although most of them must have seen 
the impending calamity. The moment af- 
ter the wreck a pitiable spectacle. was 
presented. The three dead men were cov- 
ered by wreckage. Engineer Evering 
was burned beyond recognition, his face 
being charred and his eyes apparently 
burned out. The negroes, Loving and 
Peace, are crushed and cut and burned 
beyond recognition. Both will likely die. 

Superintendent Welch and other offi- 
cials and the physicians arrived on the 
scene in a very short while, and wired 
back for everything that was needed as 
to d@learing the wreck and the taking 
care of the bodies of the dead and caring 
for the injured. With the most indus- 
trious work the track cannot be cleared 
until morning. 

A special bringing the injured reached 
here this afternoon, and these unfortun- 
ate ones are being given the best of 
treatment at St. Vincent's hospital. The 
dead had not been removed from the 
wreckage when the special left the 
scene. 

Engineer Cogbill was well Known in 
Birmingham. He had lived for years on 
Sixteenth street, north. He has a daugh- 
ter, Mrs. J. T. Thornton, whose husband 
conducted a grocery business on Eighth 
avenue. He also has a daughter in St. 
Louis. Mr. Cogbill had the fullest confi- 
dence of the officials of the company. 

Conductor John Rittenberry was also 
a man of large acquaintance. He was a 
brother to Mack Rittenberry, the night 
warden at the city prison, and also of 
Dr. Rittenberry, the well-Known young 
physician of the city. He was in charge 
of the train carrying the Seventy-fifth 
New Ycrk regiment when it was wrecked 
near the same place where today he met 
his death. He was a man of family. 

Engineer Evering, who is badly hurt, 
is better known as ‘‘Mike’’ Evering. He 
is a man of considerable experience in 
railroading, and Has been on the Louis- 
ville and Nashville for some _ time. 


JOEL HOLT CRUSHED TO DEATH. 


Accident at a Railroad Depot in Jack- 
sonville, Fla. 
Jacksonville, Fla., November 21.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Joel Holt, a prominent citizen of 
Alachua county, who was in the city to- 
day in attendance at the state fair, was 
crushed to death at 5 o'clock this after- 
noon at the Jacksonville Southwestern 
passenger depot by a train of that sys- 
tem. He was a man of immense size, and 
was caught. between the cars and the 

depot platform. 

Besides crushing the body, he was 
dragged under the cars and considerably 
mangled.

NEW HOME FOR BOYSIN BLUE

Contract for Federal Soldiers’ Home 
at Johnson City, Tenn. 


WAS AWARDED TO VIRGINIAN 


Doors Will Be Open for Indigent 


Confederates Who Fought in Mex- 
ican, Indian and Late War. 


Roanoke. Va., November 21—A special 
from Bristol says that the contract to 
build the administration building, mess 
hall, kitchen, two ward buildings and a 
corridor in connection with the new 
branch of the Federal Soldiers’ home 
at Johnson City, east Tennessee., has 
been awarded to J..E. Parrish, of Lynch- 
burg, Va. Mr. Parrish’s bid for this work 
was $183,497. His bid on all the work thus 
far planned for the home is $279,000. Fur- 
ther contracts will not be let this year 
on account of limited funds. The build- 
ings embraced in the present contract 
are to be completed by November 12, 1902. 

It was stated that this home would be 
open to confederate veterans as well as 
union veterans. This is true only of 
confederate veterans who served in the 
Mexican war, the Spanish-American war 
or some of the Indian wars, as the bill 
establishing the home expressly provides 
that it shall be open only to those who 
have seen service in the United States 
army. 

There are eight of these homes now in 
existence. The home at Johnson City 
will be the ninth of a similar character. 
These homes for volunteer soldiers are 
controlled by a board of governors, eleven 
in number, appointed by the president. 
General Martin T. McMahan, of New 
York, is president, and Colonel Steele, 
a representative in congress from Indi- 
ana, is secretary of the board. These 
homes are supported by annual appro- 
priations by congress, and as the secre- 
tary of war is ex-officio a member of the 
board, the accounts of these homes are 
audited in the war department under thé 
supervision of the inspector general of 
the army. 

The selection of the proposed home at 
Johnson City and the enactment of the 
law providing for it was due largely to the 
efforts of Representative Brownlow. An 
appropriation of $250,000 was made at 
the last session of congress to begin the 
preliminary work of selecting a site, pre- 
paring the plans and awarding the con- 
tract. Soon after the act was passed a 
committee of the board of governors vis- 
ited Johnson City and inspected various 
sites proposed with a view of determin- 
ing which site offered the best facilities 
for the location of such a home. So far 
as the war department is advised about 
$15,000 of the appropriation has been ex- 
pended on the location of the site, in- 
specting the water facilities and other 
preliminaries necessary to the early com- 
mencement of work. The building will 
probably cost something over $1,000,000 
when completed. 


MAY CAUSE A SALT FAMINE. 


Shortage of Cars Threatens To Bring 
Serious Trouble. 

Knoxville, Tenn., November 
prevailing car famine on all southern 
railroads threatens a salt famine. The 
heaviest season for the use of salt in the 
south is between the months of November 
and March. Local jobbers anticipating 
heavy demancs have had orders at the 
mines since early in October, but as yet 
none have been filled. Saltville, Va., the 
chief southern point. of supply, is on the 
Norfolk and Western railroad, which 
finds itself unable.to supply cars te the 
mines in sufficlent*namber to remove the 
output. 

A committee from the National Salt 
Company has been sent to New York to 
wait on President Henry Fink, of the 
Norfolk and Western, to urge him to 
furnish cars even at the expense of other 
traffic. If this eommittee is unable to 
relieve the stringent situation they will 
lay the subject before the department of 
agriculture and enlist the government’s 
influence. 

The local representative of the Na- 
tional Salt Company says the mines are 
150 car loads behind orders and the situ- 
ation is growing worse each succeeding 
day. The Saltville plant of the National 
Sait Company supplies not only this sec- 
tion, but all the southeastern states. It 
will be impossible for the company to re- 
lieve the _ situation 
the reason that the same conditions as to 
car shortage exist on all roads alike.

PREACHER SUED BY COMPANY | 


Alleged That He Defrauded the In- 
surance People. 


THAT HE MISREPRESENTED 


Said His House Was Two Stories 
When It Was Not—That He Had 
Valuable Goods Burned in It. 


Nashville, Tenn., November 21.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The Queen Insurance Company to- 
day filed a bill at Winchester seeking to 
recover $1,250 paid to Rev. B. A. Cherry 
on a policy held on a house burned at 
Estill Springs. Dr. Cherry was recent- 
ly expelled from the Tennessee confer- 
ence for arson and seeking to defraud 
insurance companies. The bill alleges 
that the policy was issued for $500 on a 
two-story frame house and addition, 
while the house was really only one story 
and a half and built of logs, worth less 
than $250. That the policy was issued 
also on numerous costly articles of house- 
hold furniture for $750, when there was 
nothing in the house belonging to the de- 
fendant. Defencant being at that time 
a minister in good standing he was paid 
$1,250 without question, he having sworn 
the loss on this house to be $1,154 and on 
furniture $2,475. 

Defendant has written that he was sen- 
sitive as to an investigation and would 
rather surrender the policy than to sub- 
mit to inquiry into his loss and he was, 
therefore, paid upon his making the 
sworn statement referred to. Because of 
the fraud practiced it is sought to re- 
cover the amount paid.

Now that the smoke of the recent 
political battle in New York between 
the fusionists and Tammany has 
cleared away it appears that the vic- 
tory was not so completely an inde- 
pendent one as at first appeared.

Barrett, John’ F. Yarbrough, Frank Quil- 
lian, Jepther M.- Hawkins, Walter Milli- 
can, 
in receiving them Bishop Galloway made 
one of the most eloquent and inspiring 
tulks ever heard in a Rome church. His 
language was beautiful, his sentiments 
lofty and his great audience was moved 
to tears. He pleaded for a more con- 
secrated ministry, and againgt the use 
of abusive language in the pulpit and 
said it was a dangerous practice. 

Mrs. F. B. Clarke, secretary of the 
Home Mission board, and Mrs. J. D. 
Hammond, vice president of the general 
msision board, addressed the conference 
on their work. Both addresses were earnu- 
est and received close attention. 

Dr. Dowman submitted his report on 
Emory college. There is an enrollment 
of 242 for the year, 244 of whom are 
studying for the ministry. 

The debt on the new library has been 
reduced to $2,300, but repairs on other 
buildings necessitated incurring new 
debts. Captain Williams, of Savannah, 
has offered $15,000 for a new science hall, 
provided friends of the college: will raise 
a similar sum. Dr. Dowman said $6,000 
of this had been raised and pleaded for 
securing this buNding. 

Dr. Hoss, editor of The Nashville Chris- 
tian Advocate, made a talk filled With 
wit and wisdom. He is one of the brain- 
jest, as well as most eloquent, ministers 
in southern Methodism. 

Reports from several of the colleges 
and schools of the church were heard, 
and a number of ministers were passed 
from a lower to a higher class. 

One of the touching incidents of the 
morning was when Rev. M. F. Cofer 
rose and with tears streaming down his 
face told of the superannuation of a 
grand old pioneer in the work—Rev. Dan- 
lel Myrick.

KENDRICK IS ON TRIAL AGAIN. 


Charged That He Tried To Murder 
Mrs. Dixon, in Macon. 
Macon, Ga., November 21.—(Specia}.)— 
The superior court is today engaged in 
the trial of one of the most important, 
as well as one of the most sensational 
cases that has been before the courts 
of this city for many years. It is the 
case of Elbert Kendrick, charged with 
assault with intent to murder. This case 
was tried March 15 this year and kKen- 
drick was found guilty of shooting at 
another. The case was appealed to the 
supreme court’ and that tribunal sent it 
back to the superior court an.the ground 
that a case of' assault with intent to 
murder had bgen made out against the 
prisoner, and the verdict. therefore, was 

inconsistent with the evidence. 

The crime for which Kendrick is being 
tried was committed the night before 
Christmas of last year. It is charged 
that Kendrick shot at Mrs. Lena Dixon 
ten times at close range with two revolv- 
ers. 

Mrs. Dixon. on the stand teday, stated 
that on the night mentioned above she 
heardl a slight knocking at the door and 
asked the wife of Elbert Kendrick, who 
was living at the Dixon home at the 
time, what the noise meant. Before the 
negro woman could reply a brick was 
thrown through the, panel of the back 
door. Mrs. Dixon went to the front door 
and called to a neighbor, asking him to 
lend her a pistol. Armed with this 
weapon, Mrs. Dixon went into the back 
yard to make an investigation. She 
thought she saw some one under the 
house, and, stooping down, she fired a 
shot in the direction of the object. Im- 
mediately after she fired a negro man 
was standing at her side with a re- 
volver in each hand and a duel ensued 
between the two, in which the negro 
was hit several times and Mrs. Dixon 
came out unhurt. The negro fired ten 
shots with the two revolvers he heid, 
while. Mrs. Dixon emptied every chamber 
of the six-shooter in her hand.

et is true that familiarity breeds 
contempt, it is equally true that the daily 
enduring of hardships and Inconveniences 
makes one accustomed to them. What 
gould seem a great hardship to a man the 
frst time he experienced it, becomes in 
the wear and tear of time, perfectly nat- 
yral. The average Atiantan, when occa- 
sion calls him to the depot, goes there 
ynowing full well what he is to expect. 
He grins and bears the situation and 
says nothing—on the theory that if you 
haven't something pleasant to say, it is 
pest to keep one’s mouth closed. With a 
full and comgplete knowledge of the situ- 
ation, he visits the depot in an apathetic 
state. He has come to the conclusion 
that what can’t be cured must.be en- 
jured. This state of mind is the last 
‘declining stage of hopelessness. 

But this is a digression. 

The Unvarnished Facts. 

What are the real, unvarnished facts in 
the situation as nearly as one who never 
knew any other Atlanta depot can tell 
them? 

Atlanta’s depot (courtesy alone prompts 
the use of the term) was built in the 
eafly days of the seventies, At that time 
it was thought to be adequate for all 
possible uses of the city. And doubt- 
less it was—at that time. Atlanta then 
was a city only in name. In point of 
fact, it was an overgrown village, aris- 
ing mushroom-like from the chaotic con- 


ditions of the previous few years. The 
smoke of the war had scarcely vanished; 
the hopes and ambitions of Atlantans had 
just begun to assume a definite shape. 
With the awful experience of the war 
it is small wonder that the most level- 


’ headed citizen did not foresee the city’s 


future greatness. Even had a prophet 
been among the people at that time his 
counsel would have been of syiall avail. 
The city was poor. The citizens were 
impoverished. So the depot was built 
for the needs of the city, and was con- 
sidered commensurate with its size. 

At that time Atlanta had a population 
of approximately 20,000 inhabitants. The 
traveling public was small. Railroads 
were just beginning to be reckoned as a 
definite quantity in the south. When one 
considers the wonderful and unseeable 
strides that have been made in ali lines 
of pr@égress, is it small wonder that the 
depot was considered a palatial structure 
by the wisest of that period? By the 
same token, do you suppose that the late 
Richard Peters remotely dreamed of the 
splendid system of electric railways 
which was destined to supplant his prim- 
itive hay-burners? 

But what has come to pass? Atlanta 
has grown from a straggling, unkempe 
village to be a city of metropolitan pro- 
portions. Progress has been made in all 
directions. Each increased conditicn has 
met a ready response in increased facill- 
ties for caring for that condition. There 
has been no stop or stay. 

Improvement in every possible ditection 

been the keynote of Atlanta's rapid 
advancement. 

Nor has the depot mained the same as 
it was when it was first built! But its 
history is the reverse of the city’s. By 
‘omparison it has naturally grown small- 
‘fr and smaller with each lay. Another 
thing. Each day has added to its in- 
evitable decline. The laws of progress 
and decay are inviolate. There is no 
middie ground. The depot has simply 
Sat in a sullen slumber, and. slumberizgs,

What the Depot Is. 

So much as a matter of comparison 
and history. Now a word as to the con- 
ditions «ff today. A depot built for a 
population of some twenty-odd thousinds 
is answering the purposes of over 100,000 
people. Where a handful of people ar- 
rived or departed on trains a quarter 
of a century ago, hundreds and thou- 
Sands come and go today. 

Five tracks enter the ‘‘shed"’ of what 
is known as the depot. Two tracks are 
to the south. At noon and between the 
hours of 3 and 6 o'clock trains come 
puffing in almost every minute. Before 
One train can pull out another comes in 
with its load of human freight. The 
tracks inside the depot are oftentimes 
filled with trains. A person unfortunate 


enough to come in on a train at the ex- & 


treme north end of the shed is fre- 
quently obliged to walk in and out be- 
tween the trains for a distance of fully 
half a mile before he gets to the entrance, 
which is only a few feet away as the 
crow files. When he gets to the en- 
trance he must crowd through a narrow 
passage side by side with other hurrying 
passengers. A woman or a child is fre- 
quently endangered in this daily jam. 

Outside the shed—the depot proper— 
there are three waiting rooms. One is 
for. the general public; one for ladies, 
and the other for negroes. The general 
waiting room, which is the largest, is 
scarcely bigger than the average office 
one sees in a modern building. The others 
are no iarger by actual measurement. 
These rooms aro oftentimes called upon 
to accommodate many hundreds. The 
maximum capacity, if convenience and 
comfort were considered, would be 
Scarcely more than a score. In summer 
time these rooms are insufferable. In 
winter they are as imhosSpitable as the 
polar regions. ; 

The toilet rooms of the depot are in 
keeping with other deplorable conditions. 
One small wash basin, seldom supplied 
with soap fills the demands .of the un- 
washed traveler. The towels are at all 
times as wet as dishrags. The room is 
unsightly and _ foul with § festiferous 
fumes. It is no place for a gentleman. 

Germs Around Everywhere. 

It is no small wonder that = disease 
germs cf all kinds abound in the depot. 
Microscopic examinations of the _ soil 
taken from under the planks have re- 
vealed them in deadly array. The Saph- 
rophyte, a germ that lives on decayed 
organic matter, finds no more fruitful 
field thar. the floors of the depot. The 
Anaerobic, a species of bacillus which is 
enabled to live without oxygen, flocks 
to the depot in droves. There is little 
fresh air there and he fee!s perfectly at 
home. The Aerobic, who lives on oxy- 
gen, fights shy of the place—he is one 
of the few disease germs who gives the 
place a wide bérth. The Faecullative is 
in the vast majority. He é¢an live on any 
old thing from fried oysters to car 
grease. All are deadly. In shape and size 
there is the greatest variety. ) 

Time and again the depot has been 
condemned as a menace to health and 
convenience, It stil] stands, an unlovely 
looking object which does more to block 
Atlanta’s progress than any one thing.

To Appoint a Clerk at 
$100 a Month.

Poplar Scene of fx- 
citement 


LIVES OF WORKMER 
WERE DESPAIRED OF 


Fully Five Thousand People Look 
On While Horse Weighing 
1,200 Pounds Struggles 
in Manhole Only Thirty 
Inches Wide. 


A 1,40 pound horse dropped through a 
%-inch manhole on Peachtree street at 
the corner of Poplar yesterday morn- 


ing. 

The animal went to the ground ten feet 
below the surface of the street and for 
three hours workmen were busy effect- 
ing his rescue. While the horse, help- 
less and in evident pain, was being taken 
from his perilous position at least 5,000 
people passed the corner. 

The accident was one of the most pecu- 
liar, most novel ever recorded, and dem- 
cnstrates the fact that the world moves 
along and that something new comes up 
every day. It proves the old saw that 
wherever a head can go the body can 
follow—only in this instance the head 
followed the body. 

The horse is the property of Mr. O. 
D. Woestman, a well known cotton mill 
supply man, of 52 Ponce de Leon avenue. 
Yesterday morning Mrs. Woestman in- 
structed her driver, Brown Prince. a well 
groomed negro, to bring her into the city, 
the drive being down Peachtree. 

On Peachtree, at Poplar, there is a4 
manhole through which light and heat- 
ing wires are reached. The usual metal 
plate covers access %o the wires ten feet, 
about, below the street” Workmen had 
raised the plate, and while one sat upon 
the street, his feet dangling into space 
below, two others were in the earth ex- 
ecuting an order the supérvisor of work 
had given. 

The negro sitting in the street, the one 
with the easy job, for he was there 
merely to guard against a descent 
through that hole by man or beast, was 
whistling and occasionily chatting with 
those below, when suddenly a blow from 
the rear sent him sprawling upon his fe'- 
low workmen below. _ 

A second later the shoulders, fore legs 
and head of a horse were swaying and 
plunging at the point from which the 
negro had so quickly disappeared. 

Two-thirds of his form under the earth, 
the head and neck swinging to and fro 
as the anim! attempted to regain hie 
feet, made a picture no. observer could 
describe. Behind the horse was the sur- 
rey and in that surrey were Prince upor 
the front seat and Mrs. Woestman upon 
the rear seat® The shafts of the wagon 
were across the manhole. The harness 
about the horse, fastened to the shafts, 
alone prevented the animal from drop- 
ping from sight of those gathering. 

A Perilous Position. 

Observers quickly realized the situation 
as a perilous one. No probable danger 
for thé lady in the surrey could be seen. 

But what of the workmen below—the 
ene who had been knocked from his 
perch of observation and the two for 
whom he had been watching? 

The instant that 16200 pounds of bonc 
and flesh Gropped it would fall upon 
three men. That weight meant death. 
Could it be heavy enough to crush life 
out quickly? Or would the men below be 
mashed into momentary insenslbility and 
then die in agony? 

There was no evidence of excitement in 
the appearance of Mrs. Woestman as sh¢ 
sat quietly in the trap. There was noth- 
ing she could do to help the situation. 
A scream from her was only calculated 
to increase the horse's fear. Quiet could 
do- no hurt. This she realized and with 
a single remark to her driver, asking 
about the men below, she remained in 
Ler seat until lifted out by gentlemen 
who rushed to her carriage. 

As Mrs. Woestman was Deing taken 
from her carriage the horse continued 
his frantic efforts to free himself. The 
driver sprang from his seat and began 
releasing the straps—the only thing which 
kept the horse from dropping out of sight 
and crushing the men beneath him. A 
close observer, realizing the result, call- 
€d out to him to stop. 

Workmen Taken Out. 

Just at that instant the head of a negru 
appeared alongside the horse. He was 
crawling for life and came up calling for 
help. The horse @lied the circle one way, 
but on either side there was space. 
Through this space the negro was climb- 
ing, erying as he came for help. Ob- 
servers ran to his aid and drew him out. 
He stood up for a second and then drop- 
ped iimp up the street. As he went down 


he gasped 
“Otis and Dick is in thar yet.” 
he had completed 


IN THE ACT OF JUMPING OUT 
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Manhole at Peachtree and! 
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PRINCE "BLOWN. Ri vER 
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another kinky head protruded. Like his 
predecessor he wanted help. He, too, was 
lifted out, and then the third negro, the 
one knocked into the well by the horse, 
Was pulled up. 

During the rescue work the horse was 
plunging, pawine and kicking. Prince 
was unhooking and unbuckling the traces 
and the straps. With each plunge the 
horse Was sinking lower. Finally the last 
support was sundered and the animal 
dropped out of sight. Had the seas cloped 
over him he could not have been more 
completely swallowed. 

The crowd had been growing and a 
wreat rush was made for the manhole. 
All wanted to peer into the darkness be- 
low. 

The horse dropped upon his right side. 
The space was only about 5 by 5 feet. 
There was not room for his length, and, 
after a few frantic ‘efforts, the anima! 
appeared to realize he was helpless and 
laid still. Cramped, drawn almost double, 
with his head bent back upon his side, 
he laid there. An occasional groan, a 
sound which sent a shudder to all who 
heard it, welled up from the hole. Many 
turned away sick at heart. But as one 
went, two came, and within a few min- 
utes the street was packed with men, 
women and children. A platoon of police, 
under command of Captain McCurdy and 
Sergeant Moon, took charge of the place. 
Ropes were stretched and the curious 
were kept back. 

Horse Is Taken Out. 

The manhole was dug away. Belgian 
blocks were torn up and the opening made 
larger. Then Dr. Carnes was sent for. 
A glance showed him a difficult task. 
Ropes were secured and the doctor went 
down to the horse. The network of wires 
charged with electricity was cut off in 
order to prevent trouble from that source. 

Then the doctor cut the harness from 
the horse and placed the ropes about 
him. Wagons were secured and loads of 
dirt were brought up. The dirt was 
thrown into the well. The ropes were 
drawn and the body raised an inch at a 
time until finally the horse's form came 
into view and a shout went up from the 
crowd. The animal appeared to realize 
that he was being rescued and remained 
auiet. Then Dr. Carnes took the bit in 
his hand. The doctor spoke gently to 
the horse. He patted him upon his head 
and neck and with each stroke uttered 
words of encouragement. The horse ap- 
peared to understand and when the doc- 


,tor drew upon the bit, calling upon the 


horse, the anima!, with one lunge—to 
many it seemed his last effort—sprang 
upon his feet. 

A close examination showed that the 
horse had been badly scratched. His 
skin had been torn from his side in many 
places, while handfuls of hair were gone. 
But the horse was full of life and could 
have drawn that surrey home. 

Dr. Carnes led the horse to his hospftal. 
There a minute examination disclosed the 
fact that his tail bone had been broken. 

Brown Prince, the driver, in deascribin 
the accident, asserts that no one was a 
the mamhoie. He says he drove upon it 
without seeing the opening. His horse 
had passed it with his front feet when 
he rst discovered the danger. He 
wrenched the animal to one side. At that 
instant the horse’s right hind foot was 
over the opening. 

The negroes working in the opening 
tell a different story, and the statements 
of those about the scene support them.

NEW STEAMER GOES 
INTO SERVICE SOON 


Chief Joyner Returned from New 
York Yesterday—Truck Will

Chief W. R. Joyner, of the fire depart- 
ment, returned to Atlanta yesterday 
morning after a two weeks trip to Indian- 
apolis, Chicago and New York. Chief 
Joyner went north to purchase apparat- 
us, horses and supplies for the depart- 
ment. 

He purchased a hook and ladder truck 
in Chicago from the Chicago Fire Extin- 
guishing Company. This will be equipped 
With roller bearings and 3-inch selid rub- 
ber tires and will be put in engine house 
No. 4 te take the place of the truck 
which was seriously damaged in the col- 
lision with a street car sometime ago. 
Ever since the collision Chief Joyner has 
considered the truck unsafe. The new 
truck will be sent to Atlanta just as 
soon as it can be put up, as Chief 
Joyner does not want the truck which 
was in the collision used a single time 
more than is absolutely necessary. 

Six horses were purchased in Indianap- 
oiis. With the additional horses one of 
the new steamers will be put into ser- 
vice. It has not yet been determined as 
to where the steamer will be placed. On 
account of the heavy work which has 
fallen upon the department during the 
fall months, all the horses now in service 
have been overworked and Chief Joyner 
Says that it is absolutely necessary to 
give some of them a rest. The horses 
were bought at a very reasonable figure. 

In New York Chief Joyner procured 
a large consignment of supplies which 
could be bought nowhere else. The horses 
are already here and the supplies will 
arrive in a few days.

At this Knight drew 
his knife, cursed the officer and defied ar- 
rest. The officer closed in on the negro 
end a terrific hand to hand fight resuited. 
The negro fought so desperately that cit- 
izens, fearing the officer might be injured, 
took a hand. The street car men also as- 
sisted the policeman. 

It required the combined strength of all 
the men to overpower the desperate ne- 
gro and hold him until a patrol wagon 
could be sent for. 

Knight was drinking and a charge of 
drunkenness and disorder was docketed 
against him. He will be tried this morn-

ANOTHER FIGHT ON- 


~ DISPENSARY BILL 


Interesting Debate Heard Yesterday in 
the Senate. 


AN EFFORT TO RECONSIDER 


Senators Vote Down Any Reconsid- 
eration, Preferring To Let Their 
Action Stand as It Is. 
Several Senators 
Talk. 


There was quite a struggle in the sen- 
ate again yesterday morning over the 
Wright dispensary bifl. The fight arose 
when Senator Boynton, pursuant to his 
notice of the day before, moved that 
the senate reconsider its action on the 


bill. 

Senator Boynton started the debate 
when he spoke in favor of his motion to 
reconsider. He argued on the lines 
that the bill was unfair because the lim- 
it of 700 population for towns able to 
vote under the bill was too large and 
would cut out about 200 towns of small- 
er size or 60,000 citizens of the state from 
voting on the dispensary question. He 
claimed that the bill should be amended 
so as to allow towns of smaller size than 
700 to have a chance to enjoy the same 
privileges as larger towns, and it was for 
that reason that he wanted it reconsid- 


ered. 

During his remarks Senator Boynton in- 
terrupted with several questions and 
among them one by Senator Smith who 
wanted to know if Senator Boynton con- 
sidered the bill constitutional in its pres- 


ent form. 

Senator Boynton said that he did not 
think it was, but regardless of that, it 
certainly was not fair or equitable be- 
cause it did not treat all the people 


alike. 

Following Senator Boynton Senator E!- 
lis spoke. He said that he had introduced 
an amendment, the purpose of vjaich was 
to preserve to dispensaries already estab- 
lished the same condition on which they 
were established, but his amendment, 
ill-advised and hastily prepared, had 
gone further than was intended, and 


sho.ild be corrected. He did not know 
whether it was best to do that: by recon- 
sidering, or wait until it got to the™nouse 
and there have the mistake remedied. 
He was for the bill in good faith and 
would do what he could to perfect it. 

Senator Bell opposed reconsidering the 
bill at all. He took the ground that 
the whisky question had been before the 
state for twenty years, and that this bill 
would end it and put it back to tl}: people 
to settle it themselves. 

The Measure Discussed. 


Senator Holder opposed: reconsidering 
the bill because he was afraid that it 
would mean its death. He was afraid 
that it would never again, this session, 
get a-constitutional majority and he 
thought it should. rest where it was—with 
the people. 

For the first time this session President 
Howell took the floor and spoke against 
reconsideration. He said that while the 
bill might not be. absolutely perfect, that 
it was impossible-to’get any bill into that 
condition, and to kéep up argument in the 
hove of making it perfect would prevent 
any other business being done this ses- 
sion. In regard to the feature of select- 
ing towns of 700 population Mr. Howell 
said that an arbitrary limit had to be 
set somewhere. He called attention to 
the fact that the legislature met again in 
eleven months 2fd by that time the bill 
would be oper4£”ng. Then, if it was 
found that any towns or communities had 
been done an injustice, it was an easy 
matter to set them right and make any 
changes for the better. 

Senator Smith wantcd to knew of Mr. 
Howell if this was not the first prohibi- 
tion bill that he had ever advocated. 
President Howell replied: 

“I do not consider this a prohibition 
bill nor do I consider it a whisky bill. 
If | thought it either I would not vote 
for it. 

‘*‘But I do consider it a fair and just so- 
lution of the matter in the way it should 
be solved, and that is by putting it in 
the hands of the people—the very highest 
form of local option.” 

Senator Herndon made a sp@ech on 
somewhat different Jines from that taken 
by the other advocates of reconsidera- 
tion. 
to give it a death stab, if 
possible,’’ he declared. 

When asked if he would vote for a 
straight-out prohibition bill, he stated 
thas he would and that he was a straight- 
out prohibitionist and not a “quasi pro- 
hibitionist.’’ 

No Reconsideration. 

At the conclusion of the senator’s: re- 
marks the previous question was called 
and the call was sustained. On the main 
question, which was the motion to re- 
consider, the ayes and nays were called. 
The number favoring reconsideration was 
16 and those opposing was 22. 

Little Routine Work. 

Outside of the debate on the-motion to 
reconsider its action on the dispensary, 
the senate transacted little but routine 
business yesterday morning. A _ large 
number of house and senate bills were 
read the second time and a few local 
bills were passed. 

The following new bills were intro- 
duced: 

By Senator Hopps, of-the third: A bill to 
fix the license for selling liquor by the whole- 
sale or retail in Wayne county. 

Ry Senator Ellis, of the twenty-second: To 
amend section 2516 of Vol. 2 of the code of 
1895. 

By Senator Johnson, of the fifth: A biff fx- 
ing license fee for retailing or vending liquors 
fi Coffee county at $10,000 per annum. 

By Senator Allen. of the twentieth: A bill 
to amend paragraph |, section 4, article 6, 
of the constitutioh. 

A joint resolution from the house was 
concurred in requesting Senator Hiram P. 
Bell, of the thirty-ninth district, to ad- 
dress a joint session of the general assem- 
bly at such, time as he might name. 

At 1:30 o’clock the senate adjourned 
until this morning at 11 o'clock.

THE PASSING THRONG. 


, * 


The announcement of the death of Ed 
A. Richards in Savannah Wednesday 
night will recall to the minds of people of 
Atlanta and Georgia an interesting and 


unique personality. 

Richards had a varied career. He was 
a native of Mississippi, but moved to 
Birmingham and was there during the 
first boom. He afterwards became prom- 
inent in Atlanta through his connection 
with the Northeastern railroad and many 
ill-starred financial concerns. 

At one time he was the editor and pub- 
lisher of The Financial Index in Atlanta. 
He gave this up to enter railroad pro- 
moting, and was at the head of a scheme 
to build a railroad from Chattanooga to 
Augusta. A number of eastern capital- 
ists were said to be interested, and for a 
time it seemed as if the road would be 
built. A corps of surveyors went over the 
entire route and several times it was an- 
nounced that work would soon begin. 
Meetings were held in several of the 
counties through which the road was to 
run and people subscribed for stock, 
though no money was ever collected on 
their subscriptions. 

It was at this time that he leased the 
Northeastern from the state. It was to 
be a part of the line from Chattanooga 
to Augusta. The story of this deal is 
well known to the people of Georgia. 

Richards then went to New York, from 
whence came many stories of palatial of- 
fices and many big financial deals in 
which he was interested. 

About three years ago he returned to 
Georgia, and has since made his home in 
Savannah. For some time he had been 
endeavoring to promote a new street rail- 
way system in Savannah, but was never 
able to get the franchise, as the city 
council did not favor his schemes. 

While in Savannah he resided with his 
brother in law, T. L. Anderson. He was 
apparently a man of means and it is be- 
lieved in Savannah that he had made 
considerable money in various specula- 
tions. 

About fifteen years ago he married Miss 
Gussie Anderson, of Washington, Ga., 
who survives him. He lived in Washing- 
ton for a number of years, and it was 
there he originated his scheme for the 
Chattanooga and Augusta railway, as the 
road was to run through Washington, 
2nd it was his intention to locate the de- 
pot upon property owned by his wife. 

Richards had been ill for some time. 
His death was due to locomotor ataxia. 
The remains were carried to Washington, 
Ga., last night, and the interment wil! 
take place there today. 

Ed A. Richards was a typical promoter. 
He was a man of more than ordinary in- 
tellect ‘and the greatest perseverance. 
Though none of his schemes succeeded, 
he never gave up and always appeared to 
be in the best of financial circumstances.

Colonel Park Woodward, superintend- 
ent of the Atlanta water works, was in 
the hands of surgeons for an hour yester- 
day morning. 

The operation was a 
rarely resorted to in Atlanta. 


On Colonel Woodward's right hip. tre |

The enlargement was equal in size to a 
hat. The surgeons knew that pus, serum 
or blood, made the enlargement and were 


in doubt as to which. The first would | 


have been the result of a bruise, but 
the length of time after the accident 
to produce it had not been sufficient. 

The 
third, however, appeared more reasona- 
ble. 

To determine the actual condition was 
made possible without the use of the 
knife. A syringe with a needle attached 
was used. The needle was Injected Into 
the tumor or enlargement. It was sunk 
until the sack was reached. Then draft 
“Was used to remove the contents. As 
Drs. Jarnagin and Robert Westmore- 
lend watched the globe fill it was easily 
seen that the tumor was giving up blood. 
The suction was continued until some- 
thing over an ounce of blood had been 
extracted. As each draft was made bv 
the syringe the enlargement decreased 
2nd during the day the size of the tumor 
decreased materially. 

The operation was slow. and decidedly 
painful, but Colonel Woodward stood it 
well. 

The use of the needle, however. does 
not wholly remove the possibility of the 
knife. Blood vessels deep under the skin 
were ruptured by the fall and the bag 
formed has been gradually filled by the 
leakage. Not a drop of blood belongs in 
that cavity or bag which is termed a 
floating tumor. There can be no radical 
cure until the blood has been removed. 

Colonel Woodward is growing quite 
restless. He is not wholly at home on 
a bed and his anxiety to get out {ts not 
conducive to a rapid recovery.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, November 21.—Prices of stocks 
drifted uncertainly during the early part of 
the day’s trading, the rather acute depres- 
sion at some points contrasting with steady 
absorption at others. The irregularity gave 
place during the afternoon to a general upward 
movement in sympathy with the strength of 
New York Central, which touched 168%, an 
extreme advance of 5% over last night's 
price. The buying of. this stock was on 4A 
very large scale, many blocks of 1,000 
shares and upward changing hands at every 
stage of the later advance. No news Wus 
forthcoming to explain this movement beyond 
the rumors of a plan for combining the Van- 
derbilt system. All of the Vanderbilts were 
affected by the movement. Lake Shore and 
Michigan Centrel, of which the shares not 
yet exchanged for New York Central collat- 
eral bonds are very few, sold at 347% and 150 
respectively. Manhattan was arother effec- 
tive center of strength, and was bought on 
an enormous scale by brokers usually acting 
for inside interests. Mis#o Pacific Was 
lifted 2%, but otherwise the Gould stocks 
were not conspicuous. Under the stimulating 
influence of this aggressive leadership prac- 
tically all of the early losses were wiped out. 

he most conspicuous of these were in Great 
Northern preferred, which fell 2% under the 
influence of the agitation in the northwest 
against the Northern Securities Company, 
Amalgamated Copper and People’s Gas. The 
level of prices was generally below last night 
at one time during the afternoon, while there 
was still apprehension that there would be 
further large exports of gold on Saturday. 
There was very large buying of Reading, but 
it never rose more than a point, and Louisville 
and Nashville, Chicago, Indianapolis and 
Loulsville were notably strong, including a 
number of the coalers. The developments of 
the day made it improbable that further gold 
will go out to Europe immediately. Saturday's 
steamer is the last one conveniently available 
to carry ‘remittances for the installment of 
subscriptions to the British loan, due on De- 
cember 5, and London made it manifest today 
that gold was not urgently required there by 
further lowering the buying price of gold bars 
and gold eagles. thus wiping out the margin 
of profit on gold shioments. Sterling exchange 
in Paris also advanced % centime additional, 
which operates to decrease the pressure for 
gold exports and adds to the probability that 
the requirements at Paris have been satisfied. 
Sterling exchange in New York eased off a 
fraction, and money on call was easier in 
tone. The New York subtreasury was ad- 
vised of shipments of drafts on gold deposited 
on the Pacific coast, aggregating nearly $4.,- 
000. These developments served to re- 
lieve anxiety over the money outlook to a 
marked extent, and were an effective factor in 
causing the late upward movement in stocks.

STATE POLITICAL GOSSIP — 


GATHERED AT THE CAPITOL 


BUREAU of industrial statistics is 
what the house committee on in- 


A ternal improvements wants to see 
established. The committee held a spe- 
cial meeting yesterday for the purpose of 
passing on the bill on this subject which 
was introduced by Mr. Clower, of Coweta. 
After a brief consideration, the committee 
decided to report the bill back to the 
house with the recommendation that it 


be passed. 

The bill provides for the creation of 
a bureau of industrial statistics, to be 
in charge of a commissioner to be ap- 
pointed by the governor. The commis- 
sioner’s salary is fixed in the bill at 
$1,500 a year. The original bill provided 
for the payment of this salary out of 
the treasury, but. the committee amend- 
ed it so as to make the salary come out 
of the fees arising from the inspection 
of oils. The. duties of the commissioner 
will be to collect statistics relating te the 
industries of Georgia, and to disseminate 
them to the best advantage to the state. 
There have been frequent calls at the 
capitol for such information as the num- 
ber of cotton factories in the state and 
the number of spindles operated, but 
there is no one who is now able to furnish 
any of these facts and figures. A short 
time ago the securing of such informa- 
tion as this might have brought a large 
amount of capital into the state, but the 
statistics wanted were not to be had, be- 
cause there is no official record of them 


kept. 
DODSON IS INTERESTED. 


The presence in the city and the fre- 
quent appearance in the capitol rotunda 


of Hon. W: A. Dodson, of Sumter county, 
has led to some inquiry on the part of 
his friends, particularly those who have 
into his closest confi- 
dence. Mr. Dodsoh was formerly presi- 
dent of the senate, and many of those 
now in the legislatare were there during 
his term. He is well: known td more than 
half the members of the present general 
assembly. 

It is rumored around the capitol that 
Mr. Dofson has the congressional bee, 
and that he would like to refresent the 
third district, which is now the particu- 
lar bailiwick of Congressman Lewis. 
Thinking thus, it is said, he does not 
want to see any changes made in the 
lines of the third, especially certain 
changes which aré contemplated in favor 
of the fourth. These particular changes 
are the removal of Stewart and Webster 
counties from the third and their addi- 
tion to the fourth. 

Whether Mr. Dodson will be a candi- 
date for congress, the future must de- 
velop. There are certain of his friends 
who are satisfied he would like to make 
the race. They all count him as a good 
fellow, and would iike to see him succeed 
in anything he undertakes. 


LABOR BILL SCHEDULED. 

The bill by Mr. Houston, of Fulton, to 
prevent the employment of children un- 
der 12 years of age in mills and factories 
in Georgia, has been made the special 
order of business in the house for Wed- 
nesday morning at 10 o’clock. Mr. Hous- 
ton introduced a resolugon during the 
session yesterday morning asking that 
the measure be set for consideration on 
that day, and the committee on rules 
made a favorable report on it during 
the afternoon. 7 

Mr. Houston has worked very hard in 
the interest of higemreasure, and says he 
is of the opinion -that it will meet with 
favor in the house. A majority of the 
members of the committee on labor and 
labor statistics sent the bill back to the 
house with a favprable report. There 
has been a minority. report prepared also, 
and an interesting debate is expected 
when the measure is put upon its pas- 
sage next week.

Half a dozen members of the house 
were gathered in a warm corner of the 
Kimball house lobby and the question 
of the next speakership was beijing dis- 
cussed. 

‘“‘What's the matter with ‘Hub’ Frank- 
lin?’ suddenly asked one of the well- 
known members. “You boys may not 
know it, but he has been talked of promi- 
nently for the speakership, and I. believe 
he would make a splendid race. There 
is not a more popular member in the 
present house. and as for his ability as 
a presiding officer it has been tested too 
many times. He has been called to the 
chair freuently and he always presides 
with a dignity and a consideration that 
have won for him the applause of the 
members. I would like to see him sent 
back to the house and in the race for 
the speakership.”’

The resolution by Hon. A. O. Blalock, 
of Fayette, providing that $325,880 shall 
be transferred from the public property 
fund to interest account and used to 
pay the interest on the bonded debt next 


year; has been made the special order | 


in the house for Tuesday morning. This 
is the secend time this resolution has 
been set for a special order, it having 
been shut out before by another special! 
order, consideration of which consumed 
the entire session. 

This is unquestionably one of the most 
important measures to come before the 
general assembly this session. Much 
depends upon its passage, it is stated. 
Money is needed for several purposes, 
including the support of the military for 
next year, the school for the deaf and 
things of a similar nature. There is also 
a deficiency in the treasury which has 
g0t to be provided for in some way. The 
passage of the Blalock resolution, it is 
stated, will put the treasury on ite feet 
again, so to speak. It would wipe out 
the deficiency and enable the legislature 
to make other much needed appropria- 
tions. 

The foregoing are some of the argu- 
ments that will be made in favor of the 
resolution. Parties who have given the 
matter some study and thought express 
the opinion that it is entirely competent 
to use this fund to pay interest, since 
the interest is clearly a part of the bond- 
ed debt. In any event, an interesting 
debate is expected on the measure when 
it comes up for consideration,

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GATHERED AT THE CAPITOL 


BUREAU of industrial statistics is 
A what the house committee on in- 

‘ternal improvements wants to see 
established. The committee held a spe- 
cial meeting yesterday for the purpose of 
passing on the bill on this subject which 
was introduced by Mr. Clower, of Coweta. 
After a brief consideration, the committee 
decided to report the bill back to the 
house with the recommendation that it 


be passed. 

The bill provides for the creation of 
a bureau of industrial statistics, to be 
in charge of a commissioner to be ap- 
pointed by the governor. The commis- 
sioner’s salary is fixed in the bill at 
$1,500 a year. The original bill provided 
for the paymegt of this salary out of 
the treasury, but the committee amend- 
ed it so as to make the salary come out 
of the fees arising from the inspection 
of oils. The duties of the commissioner 
will be to collect statistics relating to the 
industries of Georgia, and to disseminate 
them to the best advantage to the state. 
There have been frequent calls at the 
capitol for such information as the num- 
ber of cotton factories in the state and 
the number of spindles operated, but 
there is no one who is now able to furnish 
any of these facts and figures. A short 
time ago the securing of such informa- 
tion as this might have brought a large 
amount of capital into the state, but the 
statistics wanted were not to be had, be- 
cause there is no official record of them 


kept. 
DODSON IS INTERESTED. 


The presence in the city and the fre- 
quent appearance in the capitol rotunda 
of Hon. W: A. Dodson, of Sumter county, 


has led to some inquiry on the part of 
his friends, particularly those who have 


‘not been taken into his closest confi- 


dence. Mr. Dodsoh was formerly presi- 
dent of the senate, and many of those 
now in the legislatire were there during 
his term. He is well:known td more than 
half the members of the present general 
assembly. 

It is rumored around the capitol that 
Mr. Dofson has the congressional bee, 
and that he would like to refiresent the 
third district, which is now the particu- 
lar bailiwick of Congressman Lewis. 
Thinking thus, it is said, he does not 
want to see any changes made in the 
lines of the third, especially certain 
changes which are contemplated in favor 
of the fourth. These particular changes 
are the removal of Stewart and Webster 
counties from the third and their addi- 
tion to the fourth. 

Whether Mr. Dodson will be a candi- 
date for congress, the future must de- 
velop. There are certain of his friends 
who are satisfied he would like to make 
the race. They all count him as a good 
fellow, and would like to see him succeed 
in anything he undertakes. 


LABOR BILL SCHEDULED. 

The bill by Mr. Houston, of Fulton, to 
prevent the employment of children un- 
der 12 years of age in mills and factories 
in Georgia, has been made the special 
order of business in the house for Wed- 
nesday morning at 10 o’clock. Mr. Hous- 
ton introduced a resolugon during the 
session yesterday morning asking that 
the measure be set for consideration on 
that day, and the committee on rules 
made a favorable report on it during 
the afternoon. | 

Mr. Houston has worked very hard in 
the interest of hise-mmeasure, and says he 
is of the opinion -that it will meet with 
favor in the house. A majority of the 
members of the committee on labor and 
labor statistics sent the bill back to the 
house with a favprable report. There 
has been a minority report prepared also, 
and an interesting debate is expected 
when the measure {is put upon its pas- 
sage next week. 


SCHOOL FOR THE DEAF.

The committee went particularly 
to investigate as to the needs of the 
school for a new dormitory for which 
$25,000 has been asked. Members 
committee said they found everything 
there in excellent condition, and the 
school in excellent hands.

He has been called to the 
chair freuently and he always presides 
with a dignity and a- consideration that 
have won for him the applause of the 
members. I would like to see him sent 
back to the house and in the race for 
the speakership.’’ 

The same sentiment was generally ex- 
pressed by those in the party with ref- 
erence to the member from Washing- 
ton. Mr. Franklin has not been cam- 
paigning for votes yet, but it is said his 
friends are anxious to see him in the 
field.

FUBLIC PROPERTY FUND. 

The resolution by Hon. A. O. Blalock, 
of Fayette, providing that $326,880 shall 
be transferred from the public property 
fund to Interest account and used to 
pay the interest on the bonded debt next 
year, has been made the special order 
in the house for Tuesday morning. This 
is the second time this resolution has 
been set for a special order, it having 
been shut out before by another special! 
order, consideration of which consumed 
the entire session. 

This is unquestionably one of the most 
important measures to come before the 
general assembly this session... Much 
depends upon its passage, it is stated. 
Money ig needed for several purposes, 
including the support of the military for 
next year, the school for the deaf and 
things of a similar nature. There is also 
a deficiency in the treasury which has 
gx0t to be provided fer in some way. The 
passage of the Blalock resolution, it is 
stated, will put the ‘treasury on ite feet 
again, so to speak. It, would wipe out 
the deficiency and enable the legislature 
to make other much needed appropria- 
tions. 

The foregoing are some of the argu- 
ments that will be made in favor of the 
resolution. Parties who have given the 
matter some study and thought express 
the opinion that it is entirely competent 
to use this fund to pay interest, since 
the interest is clearly a part of the bond- 
ed debt. In any event, an interesting 
debate is expected on the measure when 
it comes up for consideration.

R. J. Black- 
burn, an attorney, was appointed re- 
ceiver. The keys were turned over to 
him. In the evening, almost at the same 
hour that the Humphreys saloon was 
fftind broken open, Policeman. Ponder 
discovered that Steinau’s place was 
broken open. He saw a man or men on 
the inside trying to escape and several 
shots were fired. Ponder was found dy- 
ing and unconscious, and the murder has 
remained a mystery until this day. 

The fact that both places were liguor 
houses, both closed by the sheriff and 
placed in the hands of a receiver, the re- 
ceivéers being lawyers, and the stores be- 
ing in the same block and the discovery 
of the burglaries both being about the 
same time of the day and in- the same 
month of the year, made a series of re- 
markable coincidences which caused much 
talk in police circies. 

Fortunately, however, the case of last 
night did not terminate with the tragedy 
that made the case of 1597 one never to 
be forgotten by the members of the police 
force.
